SMITHIES TO SPEAK 
Dr. Arthur U. Smithies, Profes- 
sor of Political Economy at Har- 
vard University, former Chief of 
the Economic Board of the Bureau 
of Budget in the United States 
and former Director of the Fiscal 
and Trade Policy. Division oL the 
Economic Cooperation Adminis- 
tration, will address all delegates 
and interested members of the 
general public. 

J. P. Sahni, Indian Delegate to 
the U.N., Dr. Robert Good, an 
authority on American Foreign 
Policy, and Professor of Political, 
Science Keith Callard were fea- 
tured : in t avlively panel discussiop 
last'n!ght"6h'"Afro^Asia and the 
Cold War". 

■ Dean Frost of the School of 
Divinity chaired the event Pro- 
fessor Callard was originally 
slate<l as chairman, but Ernest 
Gross, an intended panel mem- 
ber, fell suddenly ill and Dr. 
Callard filled the vacancy. Dean 
Frost also .volunteered his ser- 
vices at the last .moment. 

J. P. Sahni spoke most of the 
evening, from the point of view 
of India and proposed that in one 
respect ho was thus speaking for 
Afro-Asia, in that India repre- 
sented a laboratory. In which 
common Afro-Asian problems we- 
re experimented on for possible 
solutions. He defended India's

(and Afro-Asia's) policy of non- 
participation In the Cold War. 
He emphasized the futility of 
Afro-Asian states entering, as 
separate entities, the Cold War 
dispute. They would have no in- 
fluence whatever on the bigger 
powers, since, stated Sahni, "llioy 
arc proud . . . they aspire to the 
moon". Sahni stated that, though 
India is a democratic country. It 
fits into neither of the segments 
of conflict Though India seems 
neutralistic and negative in its 
faltering and compromising it is 



really positive and aggressive in 
its pursuit of peace, which can- 
not be attainea by\ColdfrWar<igfe 
Professor Callard stated toward 

the beginning of the evening "If 
aggression takes place, it affects 
all of us". He believed non-in- 
volvement to be a betrayal of 
moral principle, citing India as 
being especially guilty- Later he 
did not emphasize this moral 
laxity, but concluded only that 
no country can be indifferent to 
the ultimate outcome of the Cold 
War. 



Nothing new on provincial 
grants lo universities was an- 
nounced as this fall's Quebec le- 
gislative session got underway 
with the speech from the throne 
yesterday. 

. The Tlirone Speech did not 
make any particular reference to 
Premier Sauve's scheme lo give ' 
statutory grants to Quebec Uni- 
versities. Neither did it mention 
the Premier's plan to guarantee 
all loans that these universities 
may make to improve tlioir fa- 
cilities. 

Aiming at the consolidation of 
Quebec's cultural herilafie, the 
government decided to inaugurate 
new projects concerning: increas- 
ed colonization activity, boosted 
farm loans, rural electrification, 
and drainage work.- 

In reference to education in his 
speech, Lieutenant Onésinie Ga- 
gnon said: 

"Education, a strictly provin- 
cial responsibility, is one of my 
government's foremost preoccu- 
pations. The concomUant pro- 
blems are not the result of in- 
ertia or of neglect, but of the 
expansion which education has 
undergone in the last fifteen 
years. Tlie government will sack 
your authorization for means to 
stabilize the finances of our edu- 
cational institutions at all scho- 
lastic levels. To enable our people 
fully to benefit from the develop- 
ment of our natural resources, it 
is essential that a parallel devel- 
opment be maintained in the 
field of education." 

FEDERAL GRANTS 

Still, no mention has been 
made of the federal grants, total- 
'ling 25 million dollars being held 
in tojst for Quebec universities 
by the government at Ottawa. 
Si nee the late Premier Maurice 
Duplessls frowned on them -as 
intrusions into provincial affairs, 
seven years ago. Quebec univer- 
sities have received no financial 
aid .from other than the provin- 
cial donations.. 

Earlier in the/.:year Premier 
Sauve announced publicly that ho 
would bring down legislation 
making nrovincial grants statu- 
tory on the "first day of the ses- 
sion". Since the first official day 
is occupied by the Throne Speech 
and is followed by a debate on 
the Speech, the promised legis- 
lation will probably be introduc- 
ed only late next week. 




Will Revise 
institution and Manual 



PTTA)VA (CUP) — A 
plan for a committee to study 
the proposed student consti- 
tution, and the controver.sial 
student manual at the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa was an-, 
no'unced this week, by a 
student spokesman. 

Headed by the student presi- 
dent, the committee will consist 
of both student -newspapers, 
(French and Endlsh), a represent- 
ative of NFCUS, a professor of 
law, and' a profasor of political 
science. ' - i - . - . . 

. COUNCIL MEETING 

Decision to study the two do- 
cuments came on the heels Of a 
student council- meeting- last 
weekend. During the meeting. 
President Andre Ouellet was 
mandated to make, ''the nccessar^r 
revisions", in the student consti- 
tution before . the next council 
meeting in December. • 



Suggestions to revise the cons- 
titution were contained in a let- 
ter sent to the council by Father 
Leonard Ducliarme, dean of stu- 
dents, in reply to council's re- 
quest for suggestions, additions 
or deletions. 

Ills "observations" were classed 
in three categories: changes 
which must be made; . changes 
which, "will enable the "univer- 
sity to accord the constitution an 
approval that will carry no re- 
serve", and changes suggested by 
the Department of Student Af- 
fairs. 

The DSA, headed by Father 
Ducharme. is the university'.' 
agent in aealing with all student 
affairs including extra-curricular 
ones. . 

CHANGES MADE 

Father Ducharme stated in his 
letter to council that the rejec- 
tion of suggestions made by his 
department, "would have no in- 
fluence upon the decision of the 



DSA regarding the approval of 
the -constitution, but rejection 
would lessen the constitution's 
value and prove an obstacle to 
better administration." 

Among the changes that must 
be made were the lollowing: . 

The presence of a faculty advisor 
must DC compulsory in all stu-. 
dent associations; amendments to 
the constitution must be submit- 
ted to the DSA... such. changes' 
will not become valid before ap- 
proval of DSA. 

MODIFIED CONSTITUTION 

Father Ducharme also stated 
in his letter that if a ipodified 
constitution, based on his obser- 
vations, is submitted to the U&X 
prior to Jan. 0, 19G0, it will be 
approved for this academic year. 

The DSA will then, "be pre- 
pared to study a definitive cons- 
titution, and to approve it in the 
light of the standards cstablislied 
by the Student Manual. 
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ASUS: Is It Worth the Money? 

We print today a letter from "Inquisitive Artsman" 
requesting certain information about the Arts and 
• Science Undergraduate Society. Being inquisitive 
, ourselves we took the trouble to dû a little research on 
.' that organization. 

■According to its constitution, as last approved by 
the Students' Executive Council in 1,954, the Arts and 
Science Undergraduate Society comprises all undergra- 
duates of McGill working towards a B.A. of B.Sc. degree. 
It most recent meeting, if we can judge correctly from our 
Dail\i files, was in the spring of 1954. According to its 
constitution, "The purpose of the Society shall be to foster 
spirit within the faculty of Arts and Science and to unite 
the students through its l ecreatioiial and educational faci- 
lities". Despite the fact that the Society seems to have 
lacked anything of importance to di.scuss for five years, 
,ïié(i.classirepresentatives and the- executive of the organiza- 
"^^tiofflre still elected annually. Major source of revenue 
of the Society is the membership fee collected at the time 
the university tuition fees are paid. This should amount 
to about $2150 this year. 

As regards the finances of the ASUS we print on 
this page the proposed budget for the year. Originally, 
another budget was proposed but turned down by the 
SEC. Thiî new one, as approved by the ASUS executive, 
has yet to be presented to the Council for its approval. 
A few words of explanation on some of the items 
^ was given the DaxX^ by a member of the executive. The 
meal allowance goes to provide box lunches for the exe- 
cutive at meetings which are held at noon hour. The 
fifty dollars for "Sports't is-used to finance Arts and 
Science teams in the intramural programme. The sum 
for the awards banquet covers a meal and awards for 
members of the executive, Arts and Science debaters, the 
organizers of the .social functions and prominent athletes 
representing Arts and Science. The amount for education 
last year went into a special newspaper on the Art.s and 
Science honours cour.ses. It is not.quj|e certain just how 
the money .will be spent this year,''Dnt the executive is 
contemplating another newspaper on an educational 
topic. The graduate cocktail party, given for all graduat- 
: ing Arts and Science students at no direct cost to 
themselves, is an affair started last year. The $615 for 
clubs and, societies goes toward sponsoring various or- 
ganizations,% jointly^ith. the^SEC. . - 

ApaaWraiW»?fibed'art ASUS, 
- in conjunction with the Debating Union, will this year 
be entering interfaculty debates after a lapse of one year. 
. . The'date of the informal dance has not yet been snlected 
but a stag is scheduled for January. The New Year's 
Eve dance will be presnntdd attain with a deficit in the 
neighborhood of $300 e:;pp.cted. 

Perhaps a few words of comment are warranted on 
the ASUS and its activities. Indeed., many people have 
called the ASUS "the most do-notl'ung undergraduate 
society on campus". In light r ' past evidence, we tend 
to agree. And in regard to "fc tering • spirit" or even 
providing, a programme of inlerc -.t to a majority of the 
students in Arts and Science, the ASUS falls flat on its 
face. The first issue of the ASTjS News appeared only 
yesterday, a full two months aftcir i-c.-ristration, and to 
" date, no faculty activity, except the sports progi'amme, 
has been held. Questions such as "do the executive merit 

■ a $400 awards banquet?" come immediately to mind. 

-On the credit side of the fence we must point out that 

■ some of the proposed activities have considerable merit. 
But these must be judged for their relative worth in 

• conjunction with the "fostering of' spirit" and overall 
good of the students. . • 

'We feel it our duty to point out-that nominations for 
class -representatives to the executive close Friday at 
5 pm, with 'elections planned for next Tuesday, two days 
prior to the SEC 'elections. (Incidentally according, to 
the ASUS constitution these elections should have bééh 
held within a mouth of the commencement of the f.ill 

' term). While the proposed elections constitute an ideal 
time for the students in Arts and Science to elect repre- 
sentatives who will uphold a policy of. greater benefit' 
to the average student ih-Vtlie faculty,'itHe^jexecutive, 
without these representatives, has by^ now' finalized mo£t 
of this year's programme. . . , , i 

, 'It is high time something was done. to rtlmedy this 
. «ndesirous state of affairs.
